I feel I must call your attention to a recent 
publication the contents of which are astound- 
ing. It is called “Report From Iron Mountain 
on the Possibility and Desirability of Peace.” 
. .. which makes the Protocols of Zion seem 
like boy scout stuff. 

In short it is a report prepared by an elite, 
but anonymous, study group of the Establish- 
ment, 15 braintrusters in all, who were com- 
missioned in August 1963 by an unnamed 
government agency (or inter-agency) prob- 
ably high in status, to engage in a study of 
the problems the U.S. would face in the 
event permanent peace were achieved. They 
rendered their report in 1966, and all but one 
of the 15 voluntarily decided that secrecy as 
to its contents was mandatory.

JOHN DOE, social science professor at a 
large Midwestern University, who was re- 
sponsible for making the Group’s Report pub- 
lic. It should be understood that “John Doe” 
is in full agreement with the Group’s findings,

This Group of braintrusters was selected in 
the summer of 1963. It called itself the Iron 
Mountain Boys, because the first and last 
meetings of the Group were held at Iron 
Mountain, New York, near the site of the 
Hudson Institute. Other meetings were held 
“on the average of once a month... . We met 
all over the country, always at a different 
place. . . . sometimes at hotels, sometimes at 
universities, Twice we met at summer camps, 
and once at a private estate in Virginia. We 
used a business place in Pittsburgh, and an- 
other in Poughkeepsie . . . we never met in 
Washington, or on government property... .- 
We were paid a very modest per diem. . . we 
were told not to report it on our tax returns. 
I don’t know what the study cost.” So said 
John Doe to Leonard Lewin in a tape record- 
ed interview. 

The Group’s last meeting was held in 
March, 1966, approximately two and one-half 
years after the first meeting; during which 
time regular monthly meetings were held, 
most of them “week-end meetings.” The 
Group was “never sworn to secrecy,” but 
nevertheless “operated as if it had been.” 

Such study groups are not unusual. They 
became quite popular in the Kennedy Admin- 
istration. McNamara, Rusk, Bundy, all were 
impatient to complete the “new order,’ and 
they encouraged and financed “think tanks” 
such as RAND, Hudson, Institute for Defense 
Analysis, Committee on the Economic Impact 
of Defense and Disarmament (the Ackley 
Committee), READ (Research Program on 
Economic Adjustments to Disarmament), etc. 
Well known are the Gaither Report, the Reu- 
ther Report, the Phoenix and others.

Sword of Government to make them effec- 
tive, if the people will not be persuaded to ac- 
cept voluntarily and adopt cooperatively these 
man-decreed “changes in a changing society.” 

But the Iron Mountain Study Group was 
different in that it sought what it called “total 
objectivity” in its recommendations. By this, 
it seems to mean total disregard for any 
moral considerations, either on the part of the 
Pjanners or of the people for whom they plan. 
Religious considerations are ignored totally 
(or so the Iron Mountain Boys would have 
themselves believe). People are treated, not 
as human beings, but as pawns to be moved, 
sacrificed, taken out of the game of life at the 
whim of The Players. 

The Iron Mountain Boys refer to the non- 
military functions of war as being of far 
greater importance than mere national de- 
fense or extension of empire. More important 
is the economic necessity for war: 

» “War has provided both ancient and mod- 
ern societies with a dependable system for 
stabilization and controlling national econo- 
mies, No alternate method of control has yet 
been tested in a complex modern economy, 
that has shown itself remotely comparable in 
scope or effectiveness.” 

TO INTERPOLATE: UNDER THE “NEW 
ECONOMY,” WAR IS AN ECONOMIC NE- 
CESSITY; WAR MUST BE WAGED, LITER- 
ALLY, TO PREVENT DEPRESSIONS AND

Cited in support of this thesis are: 


KENNETH E. BOULDING: The war in- 
dustry accounts for approximately a tenth of 
the output of the world’s total economy. No 
amount of peace-time “pyramid building,” 
moon-visiting, poverty warring, or other 
kinds of spending can compensate for this ne- 
cessary “one-tenth” now produced by the war 
industry. Like the oil industry and the car 
industry, the war industry must be kept 
healthy; otherwise a healthy economy is im- 
possible. 

ARTHUR I. WASKOW: Military expendi- 
ture is economic “waste,” but some kinds of 
waste have a social utility. The wastefulness 
of war production is exercised entirely outside 
the framework of the economy of supply and 
demand. Thus, it is subject to complete and 
arbitrary central control. The war industry is 
the balance-wheel which can keep all other in- 
dustries “in line” and under control of a cen- 
tral authority (the “guns and butter” syn- 
drome). 

DAVID T. BAZELON: “Why is war so 
wonderful? Because it creates artificial de- 
mand. . . . the only kind of artificial demand, 
moreover, that does not raise any political is- 
sues: war, and only war, solves the problem of 
inventory.” 

U.S. ARMS CONTROL AND DISARMA- 
MENT AGENCY: “It is generally agreed that 
the greatly expanded public sector resulting 
from heavy defense expenditures, has provid- 
ed additional protection against depression, 
since this sector is not msive to contrac-

no longer any question as to why a war in 
Vietnam, goes on and on, when it could be 
ended in weeks: war is necessary to maintain 
the economy. And future wars will be neces- 
sary to stabilize the economy in future years! 

Now a government cannot bluntly declare 
to the people of a nation: “We are about to 
have a depression, therefore we must go to 
war against somebody to prevent this de- 
pression.” Against such a declaration, the 
people would rebel, and change their govern- 
ment, 

Therefore, the Planners must bring about 
other, more acceptable reasons for waging a 
war; reasons that are altruistic, emotional, 
humanitarian, defensible and defendable. 
Hence, a sinking of the Maine, a sinking of 
the Lusitania, an attack on Pearl Harbor, an 
invasion of South Korea, a Gulf of Tonkin in-

Remember the Atlantic Charter with its ac- 
companying “Four Freedoms” enunciation? 
Remember how these, plus a planned and pre- 
cipitated Pearl Harbor attack, caused a whole 
nation to believe that its entry into a war in 
Europe was just, holy, humanitarian? The 
Planners decreed war because it was the only, 
way to whip a world-wide depression; we, the 
people, fought the war for entirely different 
reasons, reasons that were stated in this At- 
lantic Charter. 

Some weeks ago, there came to our hand, 
an article which is most pertinent at this 
time, and to the subject at hand.

THE GREAT ATLANTIC

In August 1941, Roosevelt and Churchill 
met off Newfoundland in Placentia Bay, and 
produced the “Atlantic Charter” which was 
supposed to guarantee ’all kind of freedoms to 
mankind, and restore the territorial integrity 
and freedom of all the occupied nations. 

A beautifully framed and illuminated At- 
lantic Charter was hung in the National Mu- 
seum in Washington, and thousands of visi- 
tors viewed it: The Office of War Informa- 
tion (OWI) printed up 240,000 copies of it. 

On Jan. 1, 1942, 26 nations came together 
and signed a declaration in Washington sup- 
porting the principles of the Atlantic Charter, 
and formed the “United Nations.” 

When the details of the Teheran Confer- 
ence leaked out, and it became known that

he had obtained the Charter. He was told 
that it came from the OWI, who had “loaned” 
the precious document to the National Mu- 
seum. O’Donnell inquired at the OWI, and 
found that they had gotten it up, and affixed 
the names of Roosevelt and Churchill. By the 
time O’Donnell got back to the museum with 
this information, the great Charter had dis- 
appeared! An attendant told him it had been 
ordered off the wall just 20 minutes before! 


We have attempted to locate an original 
copy of the Atlantic Charter, and so far our 
efforts have been rewarded with a signal lack 
of success. After receiving one or two arro- 
gant and insulting letters from the Library of 
Congress they finally admitted that there was 
no such document, and confirmed the story 
above of Roosevelt’s press conference. It ap- 
pears that there is a hand-written or taped 
copy at the Roosevelt Memorial Library in 
Hyde Park, N.Y. of the press release signed 
only by Roosevelt, with Churchill’s name in 
FDR’s handwriting. Churchill’s war memoirs, 
Vo. Il, THE GRAND ALLIANCE, shows a 
photostatic copy of a typed draft, with Eng- 
lish-style spelling, with inked-in corrections 
again unsigned. The State Paper Room of the 
British Museum in London also appears to be 
unable to produce an original copy of the 
Charter. However, they provided photostatic 
copies of a 12-page pamphlet printed by 
Whitcombe and Tomber, Ltd., giving the text 
of the Charter, and a preface and postscript. 
Signatures purporting to be those of Roose- 
velt and Churchill appear in the pamphlet, 
but they obviously are not taken from the 
original Charter. The Seal of the British Mu- 
seum appears on the pamphlet. The preface 
of this pamphlet says, “On January 1, 1942, 
the United Nations came into being.” 

The Atlantic Charter meeting was obvious- 
ly just a cover-up story to hide the real rea- 
son for their meeting, which was to plan how 
to bring America into World War Il.

“THE NEW UNHAPPY LORDS” 


Our American literary trades have lan- 
guished so long in the doldrums that we are 
almost entirely dependent upon foreign au- 
thors for really good books, There is nothing 
wrong with the average American writer, 
publisher, or editor which could not be cured 
with a horsewhip or a branding iron, but the 
chief industry of the American LITERATI is 
charlatanry. This derives from dubious fi- 
nancial control of American publishing. Our 
books are all pseudo-controversy, organized 
lying, and in general’an effort to “channelize” 
opinion rather’ than to tell the real triith 
about anything. 

For the American conservative fed up with 
pap, A. K. Chesterton’s book THE NEW UN- 
HAPPY LORDS is a must. Lieut. General 
P, A. del Valle says in his introduction to the 
work, “With typical English self-control and 
objectivity, Chesterton traces the conspiracy 
through nearly six decades up to the present 
day. Historic events of world-shaking im- 
portance are related courageously and truth- 
fully.’* 

COURAGEOUSLY AND TRUTHFULLY: 
These are the key words one wants to use to 
describe this book. I am not enamoured of 
everyone who tries to palm himself off on me 
as’an Anti-Communist. Too often, these is- 
sues are discussed with cowardice and eva- 
sion. Chesterton knocks many cherished 
American myths about Communism into a 
cocked hat. Many conservatives still associ- 
ate Communism with “Russia” or with “The 
Working Class.” .Chesterton says bluntly, 
“The ambivalence of post-war American poli- 
cy, created by the conflicting objectives of 
‘containing Communism’ to satisfy the Ameri- 
can Congress and American opinion, and at 
the same time to help promote it, in obedi- 
ence to the great financial interests which had 
played so large a part in establishing and 
maintaining the Soviet Union, was only a 
superficial part of Roosevelt’s war - time 
policy. As we now know, his golden rule 
throughout that time was to deny the Com- 
munists nothing, and in every conflict of view 
between Russia and the Western allies, to 
take the Russian side.’ Chesterton gives 
short shrift to the idea that the Chinese and 
Russian revolutions represented any mono- 
lithic onward march of a_ working-class 
movement. He says bluntly, “Moscow and 
Peking are merely branch offices; the real 
headquarters of the conspiracy are in New 
York.” Communist revolutions have occured 
where Wall Street wished them to occur, and 
not anywhere else. 

We should not be surprised at this. Oswald 
Spengler said back in 1919, “Proletarian” 
movements always do the work of the big 
money, and that without the idealist in their 
ranks ever being in the least aware of the 
fact. Henry Ford said the same thing in dif- 
ferent words. Intelligent people for many 
years have told you, and told you, and told 
you, that the whole Marxist movement is a 
fraud, that it is a mask for the big money. 
Yet I still go to Anti-Communist meetings 
and hear some braying jackass making a 
speech in which he depicts “Marxism” as an 
attack upon “The free - enterprise system.”

night to “Channelize” every dissident: ele- 
ment in our population, and thus to maintain 
their iron contro] over us. 

The best way to escape this kind of “chan- 
nelization” is to get yourself some high-class 
foreign books. There are no good American 
books of this kind. Some of us have tried for 
years to publish books of this kind in Ameri- 
ca. You cannot do it. Jewish control over 
book publication is too tight. They enjoy an 
absolute power of censorship through their 
control of book publication and book distribu- 
tion. Knowing American publishing as I do, 
I have long since banned the product of New 
York publishing from my library shelves. 
Why should I pay good money to have myself 
indoctrinated with ideas which work against 
me? 

THE NEW UNHAPPY LORDS is a real 
eye-opener for the American Conservative, 
long hoodwinked by the literary frauds of 
New York. As General del Valle says in his 
introduction to the work, “‘The fluent pen of 
Mr. Chesterton, with a clear readability that 
adds lustre to a name already great in 
English letters, brings the reader face to face 
with the fact that a conspiracy to rule the 
world does exist, and that it is rapidly ap- 
proaching its goal.” 


The Conspiracy, I predict, will never reach 
its goal. Instead, it will end in a great disas- 
ter. It will promise peace but will end in War. 
Today the Soviet Union is arming itself to the 
teeth, while the U.S.A. is, in effect, disarm- 
ing. I shall leave you to draw your own con- 
clusion as to what this portends for our fu- 
ture.

The typical 
Russian Anti-Communist today is a person of 
high rank, Typieally, he is a Marshal of the 
Red Army. He knows that Leon Trotsky 
came from New York, backed by the interna- 
tional banking combine, and that the October 
Revolution was a guilty and secretive effort 
by Wall Street to grab control of Russia. He 
HATES both America and Communism with 
a cold, murderous hatred. He regards New 
York, quite correctly, as the great central 
cesspool from which these evils were fed into 
the Russian bloodstream.

CRISIS IN OPEN HOUSING 


On March 8, 1968, Americans the coun- 
try over were shocked into the full realiza- 
tion of the domestic peril that faces this 
country. On that day the United States 
Senate approved the House-passed Civil 
Rights Bill. The shocker was the “Open 
Housing” section it contained, the first such 
Jaw in American history, thanks to the arm- 
twisting of certain so-called Republicans. 
The minority leader of the Senate, Everett 
Dirksen, who once stated than an open 
housing bill was “unconstitutional and un- 
American,” became a turncoat and voted in 
favor of the bill. He was working closely 
with other Senators, including Zionist Jake 
Javits, and under direct pressure from Rich- 
ard Nixon. A Benedict Arnold could have 
done no worse. 

The representatives of our alleged govern- 
ment have the gall to propose this “open 
housing’” bill as an antidote to last year’s 
unprovoked riots, which were nothing more 
than wanton destruction of property and out- 
right murder of both black and white. 

The “open housing” law stands as Political 
Zionism’s greatest triumph. Political Zionism 
has decreed that all whites are second class 
citizens, and has forced its Senate puppets to 
deliver this vicious law which will erase the 
last vestige of liberty left to whites in the 
United States. 

What would this “open housing” clause 
actually do? It would... 

1. Prohibit discrimination in the sale and 
rental of housing, covering eventually 
70% of the nation’s housing units. 

2. Require by law that you must rent to 
Negroes if you own a rental housing or 
apartment, unless you personally live on 
the premises. 

3. Open all new housing immediately to 
Negroes, 

4, Open all real estate housing to Negroes. 

Failure to comply with the above could 
result in a $1,000 fine and a prison term that 
could be indefinite! 

Someone recently remarked that if luna- 
tics were running our government they would 
make a mistake once in a while in our favor. 
Our problem is not one of mere insanity. That 
at least could be cured. We are at the mercy 
of cold, cruel, fiendish satanists whose sole 
allegiance is to the Political Zionist Invisible 
Government, and who will do anything the 
latter commands if only they can continue to 
feed at the public trough. 

It has been the considered opinion of re- 
spected leaders of both races for centuries
